What is known 
and stated in the prior art is that compression decreases blood viscosity in the 
vein, as well as reduces blood volume in the limb on which compression is 
applied (see J Mai Vase, 1992,; 17 (4): 329-32)V This is contrary to applicant's

definition of "negligible compression", which means that at body temperature the 
treatment sleeve does not interfere with any blood flow of the user.
